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CARPENTRY 

Carpentry  Shop  is  a three  year  course. 
Sophomore  students  learn  fundamentals  of  the 
trade  in  the  school  shop  and  may  advance  into 
the  house-building  program  in  the  11th  grade.

PROGRAM 

The  Home  Building  Program  is  a pro- 
gram sponsored  by  the  Gloucester  High 
School  Vocational  Department.  It  is  now 
celebrating  its  fifteenth  year.

EXPERIENCE 


In  the  co-op  work  experience,  oppor- 
tunities are  arranged  for  students  to  go  out 
and  work  in  the  field.  In  after  two  years  of 
training  in  the  vocational  department  a 
student  has  gained  sufficient  skills  in  their 
certain  area  of  interest,  they  are  placed  in 
a job  situation.  These  placements  allow 
students  to  spend  every  other  week  work- 
ing for  pay  with  cooperating  employers, 
gaining  practical  experience  in  the  job 
skills  the  students  have  been  learning  in 
class.  This  year,  twenty-two  students  are 
involved  in  the  program.

Students  in  the  high  school  Ocean  Studies  class  enjoyed  two  on-the-water 
study  expeditions  this  month. 

They  made  a one-day  exploration  by  dories  of  the  salt  marches  and  mud 
flats  near  Flam  Island  in  the  Jones  and  Annisquam  Rivers.  With  the  help  of 
teachers  Phil  Salzman  and  Rosemary  Banks,  students  had  the  opportunity  to 
use  field  equipment  to  sample  the  plant  and  animal  life  and  to  experience  the 
salt  marsh  ecosystem. 

They  also  took  part  in  a study  cruise  aboard  the  Enviro-Lab,  a research 
vessel  operating  from  the  Harbor  Campus  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Boston,  Aboard  the  vessel,  students  used  nets,  corers,  water  samplers  and 
other  oceanographic  equipment  to  examine  samples  of  the  water,  plankton, 
fish  and  other  marine  life. 

The  expeditions  gave  the  students  an  exciting  opportunity  to  apply  the 
lessons  and  skills  learned  throughout  the  year  in  the  classroom. 

Both  trips  were  made  possible  by  a grant  from  The  Gloucester  School 
Connection.
